To get plenty 
of coke u the company has purchased a 
lot of Washington gp coal lands, 
from which an excellent coking coal is be- 
ing mined, It isclaimed by the company 
that it can manufacture pie iron in South- 
ern California for only & per ton more than 
Cleveland prices, while freight from Cleve- 
land costs $15 to 816. Such an establish- 
ment, o ted ina town of its own work- 
men, will be of t tinancial importance 
in Southern California. Their projectors 
think they ean make a go of it, and will 
push the matter with all their might.

They also give notice to conductors 
and engineers where the cars are if they are 
on the main track. The track on which the 
ateident occurred last night is the main 
track. The men are notified by an order 
from the trainmaster. Both the condue- 
tor have to sign the order. It was a main 
track fur the gravel pits. 

THE COMPANY CULPABLE.
